Rationing Of 
All Whiskeys 
Next Monday 


Pennsylvania’s whiskey will be ra­ 
tioned for a seven-week period be­ 
ginning Monday, November 15 and 
will Continue through the rest of 
the year, the Liquor Control Board 
announced today. 
Each retail buyer, who has 
War Ration Book No. 3 and who 
is of legal aire, will be permitted 
to purr Ham* one four-fifths of a 
quart and one pint bottle of 
whisker during; the seven weeks. 
If the buyer desires both bottles, 
he or she must purchase both 
bottles at the same time. Rales 
will be confined to residents of 
Pennsylvania, except for mem­ 
bers of the armed forces. 
Officers and enlisted men and 
women in Pennsylvania, who have 
attained the legal age of 21, will be 
rationed under a plan which is be­ 
ing worked out by the Liquor Con­ 
trol Board with military authorities. 
Plenty of Wines 
The Board estimates that there 
are 3,000,000 whiskey consumers in 
the stat* and proposes to spread the 
available supplies as equitably as 
possible among them, 
Whiskey will be tile only mer­ 
chandise rationed. 
Rums, all Unit­ 
ed States table or dry wines. Italian 
type wines and all foreign win***, ex­ 
cept sparkling wine*, may be pur­ 
chased in any desired quantity. 
The Board f rf we purchases by 
each licensee to one state store; 
adopted a regulation aimed at 
“runner*” making it illegal for 
any licensee to buy whiskey ear­ 
marked for tty* public; ration­ 
ed whiskey to the 18,000 licensees 
of the state at OO per cent of 
their purchases during a nor­ 
mal period and apportioned the 
supply of whiskey as between 
the licensees and the public on 
the same basis that the Board's 
record** show existed In normal 
times. 
Experimental Plan 
The rationing plan bs experimental 
and in based on the Board's judg­ 
ment that it has built its whiskey 
stocks to a point where it Is be­ 
lieved they are sufficient to sup­ 
port the rationing program and pro­ 
vide each citizen with an oppor­ 
tunity to purchase his or her al­ 
lotment at am time during the ra­ 
tioning period. 
Here is how. a retailer will pur­ 
chase his or her allotment if they 
desire: 
The purchaser must present 
his or her War Ration Book No. 
3 at the State liquor store. No 
other ration book will be accept­ 
ed. No one may purchase liquor 
for another. The buyer will fill 
out an identification slip, avail­ 
able at the liquor store, giving 
his or her name, address, age. 
sex, weight, height and occupa­ 
tion (information already on the 
front cover of Ration Book 3). 
Then the slip must be signed. 
The name on the slip must cor­ 
respond to the name on the 
ration book. 
Quota Assured 
The liquor store clerk will stamp 
and punch the Inside back cover 
of the ration book, retaining the 
identification slip to provide a rec­ 
ord of sale and to register the retail 
buyer in 
rationing program is adopted. 
There will not be a wide variety 
of brands of whiskey to select from. 
Th** Board will distribute the brands 
and quantities it now has on hand 
or can acquire 
Seventy per cent 
of tile whiskey will consist of a 
variety of brands and the remaining 
30 per cent of one brand which is in 
good supply. 
No one will be assured of the 
brand he desires, but he is assured 
of having his allotment filled during 
the rationing period

“Then suddenly, on a peaceful 
Sunday 
morning, 
the 
lightning 
wliich had been flashing its warn­

country but went almost, unheeded, 
struck and struck in a most treach­ 
erous way at Pearl Harbor. 
“For a long time. the security 
of the nation required that the real 
disaster which occurred as a result 
of this treachery should not be re­ 
vealed to the nation.

“As we return to our duties, let 
us realize that we must all think 
and plan for the kind of peace for 
which our sons and daughters are 
today giving their lives. 
“Today, as the unknown soldier 
sleeps in Arlington Cemetery, an­ 
other falls in Italy, over Germany, 
or in Bougainville island, and wher­ 
ever else our armed forces are in 
contact with the enemy, let us dedi­ 
cate our lives to the awakenirg of 
America to the necessity for main­ 
taining the liberties which we have 
inherited as a result of the purchase 
of such liberty by our sons, our 
daughters, our friends with sacri­ 
fice, and, in many cases, with their 
blood of life. 
“Those liberties and the ideals 
for which we now fight should be 
cherished and protected in the fu­ 
ture, and we should be zealous in 
our endeavors to preserve any in­ 
fringement or destruction of those 
liberties.”

Special OPA Rules 
For Servicemen 


Servicemen on leave will be able 
to get temporary food rations with­ 
out the forms usually furnished by 
the armed services, the district OPA 
office announced Saturday. Effective 
November ll application for ration 
points may. in an emergency, be 
made on forms available at local ra­ 
tion board. 
As a rule a serviceman on leave Is 
expected to apply for his temporary 
food rations on a form supplied by 
the armed services, and signed by 
an authorized officer. He should get 
this form at the army post when 
he applies for his leave papers. 
However, where a serviceman does 
not have this signed form when he 
applies to his local ration board for 
points, and cannot get it convell
